Suspension of Small Banks Does Not 


Stop General Improvement 


in Conditions, 


CHEER J, P. 


New York. Oct. 24.—With all 
the 


great generals of finance and the sec- 
retary of the United States treasury 
acting in accord to restore public con- 
fidence in the banking and trust com- 
pany situation hero today, sentiment 
took on a much more cheerful tone in 
Wall street today 
and distinct ap- 


provement was visible in all quarters 
of the financial department. 


John D. Rockefeller deposited $10,- 


000,000 with one of the city's oldest 
trust companies to be used in extend- 
ing aid to such trust companies as 
might require it. 


Th failure 01 three small uptown 


banks had some small effect upon the 
general situation. 


Cheers For J. P. Morgan. 


There was an unusual scene at the 


stock exchange at the closing hour. 
When the brokers realized that 
It 


was three o'clock and that the trying 
day had been passed without serious 
difficulty, they gathered In the center 
of the big exchange and gave three 
cheers for J. Pierpont Morgan, whose 
action in forming the money pool that 
came to the relief of the market at 
2:15 had turned the tide at the mo- 
ment when prices were ebbing away 
with alarming rapidity. 
At tho close 


of the market there was a buoyant 
rise in the United States Steel securi- 
ties, the common shares rising % over 
Bight and the preferred 1 and sinking 
tun I bonds 3%. 


The Trust Company of America con- 


tinued to pay all demands up to the 
tlose of banking hours at 3:3(i. 


In the first half hour of business nt 


tho Trust Company of America this 
morning more money was deposited 
than was withdrawn. The deposits 
up to 10:30 a. m. amounted to $900,- 
000; 


At 10:45 J. Pierpont Morgan, in re- 


ply to a question as to the situation, 
•aid: "It is nil right." 


James Stlllman. president of the 


National City bank, the largest bank 
la tl.s United States, who was with 
Mr. Morgan, concurred, saying that 
the situation was satisfactory- 


Secretary -Cortclyou this morning 
said: "Things look pretty good now. 
I hare had word of tho suspension of 
the two Harlem banks, but prefer to 
tnako no comment on it. I will re- 
main • here .some time longer—how 
long I cannot say. I would have had 
to be in New York tonight any way. 
The rumor that we are short of small 
bills Is unfounded. 
Wo have ?10,- 


100,000 in small denominations." 


All the over-night developments In 


the financial situation were reassur- 
ing. The conferences participated in 
hy Secretary Cortelyou, J. Pierpont 
Morgan, John A". Stewart, James Still- 
man and other bankers and men of af- 
fairs disclosed an agreement in the 
opinion that the local banking situa- 
tion Is well In hand and that with the 
government deposits to be made by 
Secretary Cortelyou today there will 
not only be enough cash on hand, but 
•?ven more than might be needed. 


Cortelyou's Early Statement. 


At 1 o'clock this morning Secretary 


Cortelyou gave out the following state- 
ment: 


"I have said to gentlemen who call- 


ed npon me today that any statement 
to the public regarding existing condi- 
tions here should be made with the 
utmost frankness, so depositors and 
others Interested in banks might real- 
ize that, entire reliance could be 
placed upon it. Those familiar with 
the facts have known that the situa- 
tion was made serious, largely because 
of the circulation of unfounded rumors 
and the unreasoning anxiety of many 
who thought only for the moment. To 
pass safely through such a day as 
this one, of the most unnecessary ex- 
citement as it has been, Is the best 
evidence of strength and support on 
Uie part of those who have undertak- 
en the difficult task of restoring pub- 
lic confidence 
wherever there was 


weakness, and there has been com- 
paratively few instances. Strong and 
able men are rendering aid, and In 
behalf, of the treasury department I 
may say that I believe it is my duty 
to do so, and I shall do in the largest 
way possible whatever may be neces- 
sary to afford relief. If the press of 
the city will continue its co-operation 
and if the public, on its part, will re- 
flect 
upon the real strength of our 


banking institutions there will be a 
prompt 
return 
of the 
confidence 


which their condition warrants. 
As 


evidence of the treasury's position I 


i have directed deposits In this city to 


the extent of $25,000,000."

Wall street, waiting for the opening 
of business. 


The directors of the S. Straits Com-

Closes in Confusion 


But Strong. 


New York. Oct 24.— Tho stock mar- 


ket opcne today strong and higher. 
First sales were of Smelting at 6U an 
advance of 1 point over last night 
Baltimore and Ohio. SI, a gain of 2V: 
Atchinson 7G, an advance of 2- St 
Paul 107V', a pain of 1. and Reading 
79%. a gain of %. 


Tho stock market gave, prompt ex- 


pression at tho outset to the feeling 
of satisfaction over the measures an- 
nounced over night to the financial 
crisis. Tho opening pi-ices proved too 
rapid to be maintained and there was 
some reaction but the activity imme- 
diately diminished at the lower prices 
Westinghouse Electric rose 10 and 
American 
Tobacco 
preferred 
4%. 


There were advances of 2% to 1% in 
market leaders, hut. in a few stocks 
liquidation still made itself felt, Sault 
Ste Marie running off ^'/2• Southern 
Pacific preferred 1%. 


The liquidation bore heavily on the 


Western railroad stocks and American 
Smelting, but they rallied 1 to 1% be- 
fore noon and the market quieted. 
Northern Pacific made an extreme de- 
cline 5. and the Hill and Harriman 
stock. St. Paul. Delaware & Hudson, 
American Smelling anil Sugar from 
3 to 4 points. 


The number of brokers seeking 


loans at the stock exchange continued 
very large during the day and the sup- 
ply of funds was ver-v scarce. 
The 


urgency of this demand and the neces- 
sities of those who failed to secure 
accommodations explained the occa- 
sional weak points In the market. De- 
clines in special stocks were violent 
on this account, but the general list 
became quiet. 


Just before 2 o'clock this afternoon

Turned Very Weak. 


The stock market turned very weak 


shortly after 2 o'clock, Union "Pacific 
selling down to par, a decline of S^c 
Reading sold down 8 points below 
last night. Northern Pacific declined 
9 points, St. Paul 6 and Southern Pa- 
cific 4%. There was no news to ac- 
count for the decline except the scarc- 
ity of money supplies and the advance 
in the money rate to 100 per cent. It 
was announced on the stock exchange 
at 2:20 that a pool had been formed 
which would supply the brokers with 
all the money required to close their 
operations tonight.

An explosion for which there are

dollars worth of glass, inflicting dam- 
age estimated at from $300 to $500. 


That the explosive was dynamite 


and that there was design and prob- 
able revenge that incited tho act are 
facts that are generally agreed upon 
and the police have worked all day, 
but have found absolutely nothing that 
would be of any value as a clue in 
running the matter down. 


A significant remark made by a 


woman who lives in Spy Run. as she 
viewed the wreck this morning, offer- 
ed a new theory.

writers also. Mr. Dawes entered upon 
a defense of the financiers of New 
York, asserting that many of the finan- 
ciers were doing a work for the good 
of the country ihat it. is Impossible to 
estimate. . 


In conclusion. Mr. Dawcs urged the 


amendment of the Sherman anti-trust 
law.

They would like to have a statement 
from him to the effect that under no 
circumstances will hi accept the nom- 
ination and that his choice is Secre- 
tary Taft, but if he will not commit 
himself to Taft they will be duly ap- 
precitive, they say, if he will just put 
out an unequivocal announcement: that 
he can not be induced 
to take the 


nomination. 


A. I. Vorys, Taft's chief manager, 


who has been in

week, is very much discontented be- 
cause the pres.dent is not willing to 
go on record on this subject. 
In 


nearly every state where Taft might 
be expected to have some votes dele- 
gations are being sought by the presi- 
dent's friends on the assumption that 
President Roosevelt will not decline 
another term, and they are

This is particularly embarrassing to

Pension Commissioner Says 


Law Must Pass on New 


Applications. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—Writ- 


Ing to his newspaper, the Indianapolis 
Star, Louis Ludlow says: 


Commissioner of Pensions Vespa- 


sian Warner today defended the pen- 
sion bureau from the assaults made 
upon it by Indiana veterans who com- 
plain that there is unnecessary and 
unwarranted delay in granting service 
pensions under the law of February, 
1907. 
The commissioner makes a vig- 


orous denial of the charge and asserts 
that never before in its history has 
tho pension bureau done as rapid and 
efficient work as it has been domg 
since the act of last February went 
into effect. 


Replying particularly to a criticism 


of George H. Puntenney, a prominent 
veteran of Rushville, Ind., that the 
policy of the administration is to de- 
lay granting pensions "until the old 
soldiers 
are dead," 
Commissioner 


Warner explained tbe workings of the 
pension bureau as follows: 


"Up to' date we have received 370,- 


000 applications under the act of last 
February and I believe the old vet- 
erans who are criticising us would be 
a bit more patient If they understood 
what a monumental task the bureau 
has before it in adjudicating so many 
claims. As the date of the pensloa 
under the new act goes hack to tha 
date when the application is filed I 
have taken extraordinary pains to as- 
sist the veterans in getting their ap- 
plications filed at the earliest possible 
moment. When the act was passed 
on Feb. 6, 1907, I immediately had 
half a million blank applications print- 
ed. These were mailed in vast num- 
bers to Grand Army posts and pension 
attorneys and wero given in bulk to 
members of congress so that they 
could be put into the hands of the 
oM soldiers all over the country Just 
as soon as possible without any ex- 
pense to them. 
Applications Flood Office. 


"The result was that the applica- 


tions came Into us literally by the 
wagon loads and, as I said, up to date 
we have received 370,000 applications 
under the February act 
Each case 


1 is substantially a law suit, to be de- 


termined upon the law and evidence, 
and we are adjudicating them just as 
fast as we can. 
"Wo have allowed pensions since 


tlio net. was passed at the rate of over 
1,000 per working day and wo arc now 
acting upon them at the rato of 1,000 
a duy and still they are coming In. 
This is better work than has 
been 


done In the pension bureau since It 
was established. 
We are adjudicat- 


ing claims as fast as they could pos- 
ttlbly be adjudicated and the old sol- 
diers should bo a llttlo patient. They 
will lose nothing by the delay except 
tho use of their money as their pen- 
sions will date from tho day their ap- 
plications oome to tho bureau, how- 
over Inns that may bo.

man In the neck." 


"I say." he said, "that God never 


made a man good enough to stand at 
tho head of a private monopoly. A 
man at the head of a private monopoly 
is judge and jury in his own case. He 
grinds the producer and he grinds the 
employe and then ho charges what 
price he pleases. 
Human nature is 


too frail to be Intrusted with such 
power.

United States. Tho figures, however, 
havo a keen interest and though tho 
census reports bring the returns down 
only to 1904.

The total wealth in 1904 was placed at. 
about $107,000,000.000, as 
compared 


with $88,000,000.000 In 1900. The per 
capita wealth la now estimated 
at 


$1318, and the annual per capita in- 
crease is said to be not far from $40 
annually. This means a total annual 
increases 
of 
about 
$35,000,000,000. 


Real property and improvements form 
the largest proportion of the wealth, 
manufactured 
products 
come next, 


and then follow, in the order named, 
railways, street railways, live stock 
and farm implements, manufacturing 
machinery and gold and silver bullion. 
While wealth has been 
increasing 


there has been a steady decrease in 
the national debt, but an Increase In 
municipal debt, the latter due in part 
to extensive improvements and in part 
to reckless and Improvident municipal 
management.

Lynchburg, where the last speech was 
delivered, was without incident, the 
president, spending the time in reading 
and conversing with Iriends. 


To those who met him at the sta- 


tion it was noticeable that he had 
added several deeper shades to the 
bronze countenance acquired during 
the summer months at Oyster Bay. 
The president took no pains to con- 
ceal his delight at getting home, and 
was markedly cordial in his greeting 
to those who had gathered 
in the 


train shed to meet him, among whom 
were General Oliver acting secretary 
of war; Captain Fitzhugh • Lee 
and 


Captain Key, military and naval aids, 
respectively, to the president, 
and 


Chief Wilkie of the secret service and 
others. 
With the greetings over, the 


president stepped into his 
carriage 


and was driven at once to the white 
house. 


Pleased With Trip. 


The president expressed himself as 


thoroughly pleased with his trip. 


"I have had a delightful time," he 


said. 
"I am extremely gratified over 


the fact that I got a bear as the result 
of my hunt, and none the less so that 
I had to work twelve days to get it. 
For the rest. I was touched and grati- 
fied beyond measure by the reception 
I received in the south; indeed 
at 


every place, both north and south, be- 
ginning with Keokuk and continuing 
until the end of the journey. 
The en- 


tire twenty-four days have been full 
of both profit and pleasure, and I am 
very glad I made the trip." 


The president denied that he has

London, Oct. 24.—Emma Goldman, 


high priestess of anarchy, is enjoying 
her stay in England to the utmost. It 
is affording her an opportunity to open 
her mouth and exercise her lungs such 
as she has not had in tho United 
States for niuany a long day. And ot 
this opportunity she is making the 
most, attacking everybody and every- 
thing under tbe sun. 


With a promising beginning in Lou- j 


don, 
where she addressed a meeting 


disappointing in Its size and enthusi- 
asm, Miss Goldman Is making a three 
months' . ur of England, speaking in 
all the larger cities, such as Manches- 
ter, Liverpool. Leeds ;md Plymouth, 
and In addition is studying conditions 
in England, which she calls "the 
home of anarchy." 
i 


Miss Goldir.an has made capital out 


of the Haywood trial, and the success, i 
as she calls it, of the Western Feder- I 
ation of Miners. 
Hay-wood was ac- 


quitted. Miss Goldman tells her Eng- 
lish fcearers, not because the judge or i 
ihe jurymen were any better than the 
judges or the jurymen in any other 
part of the United States, but because 
the men of tho Western Federation of 
Miners understood the use of dyna- 
mite and know when and where to use 
it 


Her Idea of Unions Here. 


It was fear in the hearts of the 


judge and the jurymen that set Hay- 
wood free, according to Miss Goldman. 
Hay-wood's acquittal, she says, marks 
the turning point In trades unionism 
in the United States, as henceforth 
the unions would emulate the example 
of the Western Federation of Miners, 
which took the law into its own hands. 


Miss Goldman also is telling her 


English hearers about the anarchists 
executed in Chicago In 18S7, and she 
draws a disparaging comparison be- 
tween these men and Samuel Gom- 
pers. president of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, and John Mitchell, 
president of the mine workers' union, 
who, she says, will never risk their 
lives for their convictions, because 
they haven't any convictions. 


The majority of the poor workmen 


in the United States, says Miss Gold- 
man, do not want to be president be- 
cause the offlco cannot be reached ex- 
cept by a life of machinations, trick- 
ery and deceit: and they do not want 
to be millionaires bocattse. she says, 
they know It Is easy to do so if one 
knows how to steal. 


Attack Roosevelt In Vain. 


PresfOent Roosevelt she pictures as 


a man consumed by a desire to be- 
come famous and who Is trying to 
imitate Kaiser William of Germany, 
"who some people say," declares Miss 
Goldman, "Is not quite right In the 
bead." 


A remarkable thing about her meet- 


ings Is the fact that she has been un- 
able upon any occasion to get a 
demonstration of sympathy from her 
audience in her attacks upon President 
Roosevelt. 
When she attacks the 


kaiser or tho "bloody 
czar" she 


arouses great enthusiasm, but her re- 
marks about President Roosevelt are 
received In silence. 


Last evening at the Cathedral, be 


fore one of the largest audiences of i 
the week. Father MacCorry delivered ' 
another of his eloquent and masterly 
sermons.

Drifting into shore on the

upon the beach unconscious 


and when consciousness returned ho 
went to his mansion, which overlook- 
ed tho sea, und employed mechanics 
to wall up all tho windows facing up- 
on tho waters, lest perhaps some day 
when the 
waves were 
tranquil ho 


would be tempted to again brave the 
dangers of the deep. 


"We come before you tonight to ask 


you to wall up all tho windows In your 
soul facting upon the sea of the occa- 
sions of sin, the great and growing 
evils of the day. To shun studiously, 
earnestly and religiously those per- 
sons, places and things that lead you 
into sin, that have almost been the 
cause of your eternal damnation. 


Bad Companionship. 


"Wall up all tho windows on the sea 


of bad companionship. Be not unmind- 
ful of the serious consequences ot 
keeping bad company. 
No man or 


woman goes to destruction alone, they 
almost invariably drag some one else 
down with them. 
'It was evil com- 


panionship that 
brought 
me here,' 


said a youth I saw one day in court, 
when the judge permitted him to say 
a word In his own behalf why the sen- 
tence of death should not be passed 
upon him. Place a healthy woman in 
the pest house and her blood will be 
stricken 
with the 
dread 
disease. 


Place a moral woman in the midst of 
immorality and the poison will run 
through all her blood. To the young 
women of tho congregation would I 
make a special appeal this evening. 
Avoid the so-called gentleman who 
tells you he has nothing to do, that 
his father Is wealthy. 
He may be 


dressed in the height of fashion, be- 
jeweled and colosned and cravat.ed, 
but his companionship means misery, 
and bis frlpndshlp means death. 


If the police are in search of a crirn- 


iral do they 
go into our banking 


houses where men are busy all day 
at their books; do they go into our 
factories where workmen are busy at 
thS bench; do they go to the farms, 
where men are busied with the shovel 
and the plow? No. 
They go to the 


corners where men congregate, to the 
drinking places, and nine chances out 
of ten, they will run their man to the 
ground. 
There is an Italian proverb 


which reads, "The devil tempts most 
men and most women, but an idle man 
or woman tempts the devil." 
Shun 


the company of the irreligious, 
the 


cynic the rejector of a revealed reli- 
gion. 
He tells you that he has quite 


recovered from the religion of his 
father and mother, so will you it yon 
make him a companion. Beware, hip 
sarcasm, his Irrelig'on, his ridicule 
will put i seal of infidelity upon you. 


Immoral Literature. 


"Wall up the windows on the sen 


of immoral literature, whether news 
papers, pamphlets or booVs. A news 
paper is a book only in a swifter anr1 
more portable form. 
The greatest of 


our American lakes if 
emptied of 


their waters, could not contain all the 
putrefaction, tho vicious and immoral 
literature that has bien produced dur- 
ing tho past twenty years. 
While I 


believe that tho greatest blessing up- 
on the earth s.nce Christ oarno, has 
been gond literature, on 
the 
other 


hand I believe tho greatest evil on tho 
earth is vicious literature 
The ter- 


rible influence of it is found in our 
asylums, our penitentiaries, In houses 
of shame and were your vision intensi- 
fied you would find that readers of 
this literature people all the caverns 
of the pit. 
Have you a vicious book, 


paper, or pamphlet 
In your posses- 


sion? Get it on., nil of.It, destroy It; 
make a bonfire of It in your heart and 
demonstrate that you have done what 
yon could to rid tne world of this 
over-topping, 
under-lying, 
circling 


curse of vicious literature. 


Social Impurity. 


"Aeaia I would ask you i« wall up 


all tho windows that face upon the 
sea of social impurity. 
The sea that 


«urrounds us not only in one locality 
>r section, but north, south, east and 
vest. 
Even now there are thousands 


ana thousands of women going over 
the 
plunge 
of 
an 
immoral 
life. 


Whether some day God will consume 
them by fire, famine anci sword as He 
diu the inhabitants of Jerusalem, re- 
mains to be seen. 
Every 
page of 


Holy Scripture is ablaze with the in- 
dignation of God against this sin. 
God help parents to instill the great 
les_ons of purity and morality lu the 
hearts of the children. 
God help our 


legislators to eruct and enforce pure 
laws for the undoing of this evil. God 
help the pulpit and the printing press 
to thunder the white hot brand "the 
adulterer, the unclep.n of heart, shall 
never see the face of God." 


The abuses of company-keeping it 


was pointed out. exerted 
influences 


that could never be estimated upon 
earth, for they extended into eternity, 
Into the very vaults of hell. 
Tho ut- 


ter folly of marrying a man given to 
Intoxicants, to debauchery to riotous 
living. In the hope of reforming him. 
or of marrying him because he was 
wealthy was demonstrated in a most 
forcible and impressi"e manner.

Miss Emanuel's Story. 


Miss Julia E. Emanuel, who con- 


ducts a pharmacy in the Arcade httild- 
inp. "was in there alone and heard the 
explosion. The jar did not even rat- 
tle the bottles 
on her 
shelves or 


break anything" in tlw store. 
She 


thought tho skylight had fallen in 
when she heard the crash of tho glass 
and she walked to the door. 


By that time a dozen or more peo- 


ple had gathered and a few minutes 
later there was a big jam,, but she 
saw nobody running away and there 
was nothing to excite her suspicion. 
Four families live on the west side of 
the structure, but none of them saw 
anybody. All were frightened, but no- 
body was injured as that side is in- 
tact. 


Achenbachs Were Scared. 


Mr. and Mrs. Honry Achenbach oc- 


cupy the apartments on the third floor 
of the Old National bank 
building 


which 
abuts 
on the alley. 
They 


were in a room in the rear near one 
of the windows and the explosion sent 
fragments of shattered glass whizzing 
by them but they were not hurt. They 
ran to the front rooms expecting a 
repetition of the noise but when noth- 
ing further took place they looked out 
and could see nothing more than the 
gathering crowd. 


In the Jackson saloon at. the time 


were Ed French, the bartender and 
two customers and all were sitting at 
a table. 
French had just a moment 


before the charge went off closed the 
door leading into* the alley. 
He said 


that he and tho two customers were 
raised from the floor by the concus- 
sion and that fearing another explo- 
sion they ran out. 


Men In Rooms Above. 


It is said that there were at least 


three and probably four men in the 
rooms above the saloon. 
So far as 


can be learned no games were in pro- 
gress, pave that two of the men were 
playing seven-up for a quarter a cor- 
ner and one bad won 7n cents out of 
a dollar from the other when they 
were startled by the loud detonation 
and the falling glass. 


They were inclined to treat it light- 


ly at first and the winner remarked, 
"That's just my IUCK. 
If I ever win 


anything something blows up." Then 
it occurred to them that there might 
be another crash and they scurried 
down stairs and out of the place. 


The only other persons effected by 


tho explosion were Uio members of 
the family of F. L. Bartbold of the 
E. GrepE Davis agency. 
They were 


scared by the explosion and window 
lights were blown from the rear of 
their rooms over the Walkover shoe 
store but they were not hurt. 


Green's Store Damaged. 


The force of the explosion cut some 


queer capers in tho store of Dallas 
F. Green, the Arcade jeweler. 
The 


rear door ot his place that opens on 
t«e alloy is protected by a heavy grat- 
ing and this was not disturbed in the 
least, but tho door was blown from 
its hinges nnd the glass shattered. 


A few feet from the door is a wood- 


on :-'frcen and there were dozens of 
snail particles of glass imbedded In 
this and a big indentation that indi- 
cated it. had been made by a .stone. 
Tlu; glass was- blown from a number 
of wall cases and a strangi: feature is 
that tho eiKis farthest removed from 
tho alley were most damaged. 
One 


pano of glass was broken in tho front 
of tho store and several show cases 
wore damaged badly.

vealcd that two cut glass I umbiers in 
a casrt that extends niong tho wost 
side of the store were broken.

There were 
just two whole window panes left in 
this side nnd these are in the second 
story front.

N. Damns' rug store ami Phelps' 
news stand. There was nobody in any 
of the offices or stores at. the time of 
the explosion. 


A question of insurance was brought 


up during the day and the majority 
of the agents agree that unless there 
are special clauses in the policies pro- 
viding specifically for such losses the 
companies are not liable. 


I'gnorance Save Property. 


Experts who looked over the ground 


this morning advance the conjecture 
that from two to three pounds of dyna- 
mite was used and that it was touch- 
ed off by means of a fuse. While the 
general tendency of the force of ex- 
ploded dynamite is downward, it is 
almost equal in all directions and the 
fact that the charge was placed over 
an open grating resulted in the s 
ing of some property. 


The cellar below the grating re- 


lieved the concussion very materially 
and less was expended in other di- 
rections than would have been the 
case had the dynamite been placed on 
the brick pavement. The foundation 
was not much damage:!, only a few 
briclr being torn out and a number 
cracked.

Heard All Over Town. 


The explosion 
was

deafening. 


There were telephone inquiries from 
all portions of the city and the great 
wonder is that nobody was hurt or 
killed. One man was picked up in a 
dazed condition on tho street across 
from tho alley, but ho hail apparently 
been stunned by tho concussion nnd 
Is not. bclioved to have boon a party 
to the explosion. Ho was assisted by 
a business man, who afterward re- 
ported tho matter to the police, but 
nothing developed from it.

Next Contest in Germany. 


Germany having won possession of 


the silver trophy, presented by James 
Gordon Bennett, the race next year 
will he in the homo of the German 
Aero club. Final possession of the 
trophy rests with the club which wins 
it three times. 


The balloon United States, which 


finished eighth in this yea/r's contest. 
was the winner in 190C. gaining a leg 
on the cup for the Aero Club of Ameri- 
ca, tho newest recruit in the aeronau- 
tic confederation of the world. Aside 
from possession of tho cup. the Ger- 
mans won a cash prize of $2,500, also 
offered by Mr. Bennett. 


The world's record 
for distance 


flown is 1,300 miles, held by Count 
Henry fie la Vaulx. There is some 
doubt as to whether this distance 
means a measured air lino flight or 
the total number of miles traveled in 
drifting currents. 
All of the balloons 


in this year's race traveled more miles 
than the figures with which they are 
accredited, but only the air line meas- 
urements are considered in' the award 
of the prizes. 


Beachey Airship Wins. 


Interest in the balloon contest did 


not prevent yesterday's program at 
Forest Park. Sailing to windward and 
return over a course measuring one 
mile and a half from start to finish. 
Lincoln Beachey. of Toledo. O., won 
the dirigible balloon or airship race, 
which marked the close of the St. 
Louis Aeronautic carnival 
of 1907. 


The prize was $2,000. 


In his "Beachey Airship," a cigar 


shaped affair, propelled by a four 
cylinder gasoline motor, the winner 
covered the distance in four minutes 
and forty seconds. 


Jack Dallas, in the "Strobel Air- 


ship." a slstor craft to the Beachey. 
won second place, with a time record 
of six minutes and ten seconds, white 
Capt. Thomas S. Baldwin of New 
York, in the "California Arrow." was 
third, in seven minutos and five sec- 
onds. 
A 
fourth 
competitor, 
the 


"Comet." entered by Charles Bays- 
dorfer. of Omaha, Nob., and sailed by 
Horace Wild, did not complete the 
first, trial of tho course, the motor 
breaking. 


The Israel Ludlow aeroplane was to 


hai'e given an exhibition flight at- 
tached to an automobile, but wns too 
badly damaged by coming in contact, 
with tho exposed gasplues that, worn 
used in tho Inflation of the balloons 
contesting In the international cup 
races.
